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THE NEW INCORPORATION LAW. 


An Act to Provide for the Government of 
Unincorperated Tewns ta this State. 


The People of the State of Nevada, rep- 
resented in Senate and Assembly. do 
enact as follows: 5 
Section 1. In addition to the pew- 

ers and jurisdiction conferred by other 

laws, the board of county commissicn- 
ers of this state shall have the follow- 
ing with regard to the management of 
affairs and business of auy unincorpo- 
rated town in their respestive coun- 


ies: 
First Whenever a majority of the 
taxpayers, as appears from the last 
assessment roll, representing a major- 
ity ef. the taxable property of such 
town, petition the boatd of county 
commissioners for 4 town government, 
subject to the rules, régulstiens, gov- 
ernment and such other by laws,rules, 
regulations, and stating the metes und 
bounds of said town as the p:titioners 
may designate or prescribe, the suid 
board of commissioners shall, in ac- 
cerdance with the petition erry 
by said e ne > fee 
that it spreare from the books of the 
county clerk that fifteep days preyious 
to the filing of the aforesaid petition 
of the majority of taxpayers of such 
tewn; notificatiom of tent to “pres 
sent petition shall have been filed with 
the county cler end published in at 
least one iss some newspaper pub- 
lished in the county, signed by fiye 
ers ef «such toun, The gen- 
uineuess of the signatures te the tax- 
payers’ petition ſor towu gaverumont 
shall be attested by at least three re- 
liable taxpayers of such town, and the 
sufficiency of the petition, as regards 
the number of petitioners and amount 
of taxable property represented by 
said petitioners, shail be passed aud 
determined upon by comparis*n with 
the last assessment roll, by the county 
cemmissioners, and if found sufficient, 
as by this section hereinbefore re- 
quired, the board of county commis- 
sioners shall then have power: 
First—To establish and prescribe 
the metes aad bounds of such town, 
the name by which such tewn shall be 
kundwn (namfug the town). 
Second To levy and collect taxes 
on all property in such town made 
taxable by law, both real and personal, 
for sanitary purpeses and payment of 
clerk, which shall not exceed the sum 
ef'eue-quarter of one per cent. on 
each one hundred dollars value of tax- 
able property. 
Tuird—To raise, lower. widen, open, 
extend and build side walks; to grade, 
open, widen and extend streets and 
alleys; te remove obstructions froia 
sidewalks, streets or alleys; te pro- 
vide for proper and sufficient drain- 
age, sewerage and cleansing of said 
town, and require payment therefor of 
the property owners whose frontaze i“ 
on "the. block, stre@— or aon wore 
such is performed. ount 
required for payment therefor shall 
be collected pre rata of the owners ef 
frontage proportionate to the amount 
of such frontage. such improved 
street, alley or sidewalk.

Whenever the inhabitants 
of any incorporated town of this state 
that may have adopted the provision 
ef this act for ite government, becemes 
desireus of relieving themselves of its 
provisions, a petition signed and — 
seuted to the board of county com- 
missioners in the same manner 4s re- 
quired for the adeption of the provi- 
sieas of this act as per section one 
herein, then said board shall declare 
the town government dissslved and at 
an end; provided, ne debts er demands 
against such towns then exist; and 
provided further, that twelve menths 
shall have elapsed from the date of 
the adoption of the provisions of this 
act for the gevernment of such tewn.

We are heartily sorry that every 
men, woman, and child in Nevada 
cannot read the report of the beard of 
regents of the state university. The 
repert of the years 1875 and 1876 
shows that un January . Ist, 1875, ten 
pupils, all residents of Elke, were is 
attendance. In order to induce 2 
larger patronage,a dormitory was built, 
which, with the fence about it, cost 
$6,234. This scheme worked to a 
charm, as will be seen by the report 
made this winter. It says: At one 
time during the last twe years there 
were five students from abread; that 
is, from counties in the state other 
than Elko, attendiog at the university 
and boarding at the domitory, which 
has been well kept by Mrs. M. A. 


Rood. There have been no boarding 
pupils at the domitory since the close of 


the long term last summer. The num- 
ber of pupils during the last two 
years is from thirty to thirty-five. The 
scheol grows in size during the fall 
and winter, andeghen decreases until 
the close of the long term: This va- 
riatien is owing to the fact that a large 
part of the boys and girla live at a dis- 
tanoe, in the valleys of Elko county, | 
and have to repair home during the d 
working season to attend to the duties 
of ranch life in Nevada.” 

As to impreving and beautifying 
the grounds, the report says:: The 
larger part of the grounds cap be 
readily irrigated from the Humboldt 
ditch. We have experimented in the 
matter of tree culture on these grounds, 
having caused-to be set out aod cared 
for over three hundred lombardy pep- 
lars. We have found the soil impreg- 
nated with alkali to such.an extent 
that trees cannot be well grown iu it 
unless this obnexious element is ro- 
moved. ‘Trees can be cultivated suc- 
cessfully if the legislatare should ap- 
propriate for the expense.” They 
ceuld haul soil down from Reno. The 
money expended for the twenty Elko 
youths foots up over five theusand a 
year. The priocipal draws his two 
hundred and fifty a month with a regu- 
larity worthy of achromo. Over six 
hundred dollars have been spent try- 
ing to get trees to grow, without suc- 
cess. )
